Steve, although the intense field is highest at the wide opening of the 
cone, the polarization over a ground plane is vertical, with small 
horizontal component. It will not work properly with large end down, and I 
am puzzled by the observation with it 90 degrees off horizontal for large 
cone end, unless it was because it was indoors. (And was that without a 
ground plane?) It is an integrated antenna, one part does not good without 
the ground plane by the theory they are modeling. 


With the 10 and 12 wire, do you have the 10 on the outside of the 12? and 
spaced 3/8 inch? Sounds like you are making progress. The axis between the 
two wires in one line lies horizontal (parallel) to the ground plane. 


You can get a more sturdy support with two notched rectangles as the spaces 
for the wire. You have greater than 16 inch wide forms, as the bottom of 
the cone shape with the 10 wire outside should be at the 16 inch diameter. 
IE, 8 inches from the vertical axis each way. Without a cheap source of 
fiberglass, I am looking at Masonite for a permanent model support, if I can 
weatherproof it adequately, (edges and faces.) 


Of course, this antenna will not have the capture area of a full size 
dipole, but its purpose is to get good efficiency on the HF bands, in spite 


of low height, and small diameter. What would be a great comparison would 
be to the EH, or the Isotron designs. 


Oh yes, do run it outside. If you want to dispense with aluminum screen, 
just use those wrong wire sizes as radials. A minimum of 16 to start, 30 
seems to be the ideal based on the 6 foot square ground plane Rogers used. 


In fact, there is another great test, run it with both types of ground 
alternately. JI would make the radials at least the size of the original 
ground screen plane, but you might experiment with full quarter wave, and 
drop back to 1/8 wave, etc. Lots of room to play with concepts.

>Yes - HomePlug wipes out the shortwave bands. Wait till there's 

>a few of them in your neighborhood and their signals start combining 
>together (aggregating) - in the ham bands too.... 

> 

>Actually, IMO, this will not happen soon. I don't believe HomePlug nodes 
>will ever be widely used. They have other technical and marketing 
>issues besides interference. Several very large networking companies 
>have decided that there are too many risks with the technology and 

>will not be making products based on it and there are only a very small 
>handful of silicon vendors who make chips for it. Wireless networking 
>(WiFi or WLAN or IEEE 802.11b/a and later, g) has much more 

>appeal to these companies. WLAN can get to places that HomePlug 

>can't, it has security (well, it will have with the new encryption), it has 
>low cost, it has fast bit rates, it has robustness and it doesn't interfere. 
>HomePlug has none of these things - it is limited to where it will work 
>(poor connections are the norm), it is thoroughly insecure, it is 
>expensive to produce, it has limited bandwidth, it is not robust (very 
>prone to impulse noise hits, and ham radio, as it happens!) and it 
>interferes with just about everyone in the bands it operates over. 

>IMO, it is a doomed technology (I sure hope so anyway!). 

> 

>How do I know all this? It's my job to. 

> 


>If you look at the front page of the ARRL report on HomePlug tests 
>that they did, you will notice my name is on there as I was an attendee 
>at the tests. 

> 

>I have been closely following the HomePlug technical group (amongst 
>others) for some time now. Partly at my insistance and some tests that 
>we did, the 30dB notches were added to protect our bands. The issue 
>that I have always had with HomePlug is that unless the implementers 
>of this technology have the forethought to make these notches 
>mobile/programmable, we could be in for a shock if and when we get a 
>new allocation at 5MHz or if the 40m band is moved/expanded/split. 
>This may happen sooner than everybody thought! 

> 

>As Ed notes, the Home Phoneline Networking Alliance's HPNA 2.0 
>specification was tested thoroughly for ham radio problems, both 
>ingress and egress. Again, it was at my insistance very early on in the 
>process of developing the HPNA 2.0 spec, that we added a nice 

>big notch that more than covers the 40m band - I worked for a 

>small start-up company called Epigram that invented HPNA 2.0 and 

>was later bought by Broadcom. Actually, I run an 8 node HPNA 2.0 
>network right here in my house and have never heard any interference 
>from it, either in the shortwave bands or in the 40m ham band.

>We did some HomePlug testing at my house (with my neighbor's help) 
>and found that it was indeed audible in the ham bands but could 

>not be called an "interferer" since it was too low level. However, 
>IMO, it is thoroughly annoying to have to listen around it. Shortwave 
>bands were wiped out for about 50 to 100 feet in all directions from 
>the home with the HomePlug nodes operating in it.

>IMO, the only way we hams are ever going to get our spectrum 
>allocations protected is if we pay for the priviledge somehow. 

>Until that day, there will always be greedy industries that want 

>to use our valuable allocations. Lucky for all of us there are people

Dave - Whenever there is an unbalanced to balanced transition, good 
engineering practice calls for a balun. The G5RV has a balanced to 
unbalanced transition at the junction of the balanced feeder to the coax. 


A 1:1 current or choke balun should be used at the transition. There are 
instructions for air core coax scramble wound baluns in the handbook and 
antenna book. These will work OK, but the bandwidth is not as wide as one 
would always like. They are cheap and effective though. It sounds like your 
coil of coax is adequate for this. 


Air core baluns can also be wound on form resulting in wider bandwidth. See: 
http://www. kittt.net/technote/airbalun. html 
for details on building one and performance details. 


As many turns of RG-58 as you can get on a 1.5 inch OD or greater OD type

What James has to say is good stuff.. but I would warn of one thing make 
sure the RG58 is not of the foam insulation type. I had problems with a 
G5RV here that was finally traced back to center conductor migration due to 
sun's heat softening the foam insulation of the coax. This is more important 
the tighter you make the coil turns the more likely the foam coax will break 
down Under load. Look of coax with teflon, or P.E. insulation for this 
application.

A postulate--perhaps the conjugate matching theorem can be used to find 
worst 

case balun situations--where the source impedance is carefully adjusted with 
a transmatch to match the complex conjugate of the load impedance--the 
balun. 


Suppose you had a balun are designed with Doug DeMaw's 4x rule. 

For 50 ohm system, you have an inductive reactance of 200 ohms 

If the balun is parallel resonant--the balun becomes purely resistive. 
The resistance depends on the loss--probably between 200 and 2000 

ohms. I don't think it is too tough to match this resistance to maximize 
balun losses. 


One solution is baluns with much higher series resonant impedances- -20k

>A 1:1 current or choke balun should be used at the transition. There are 
>instructions for air core coax scramble wound baluns in the handbook and 
>antenna book. 


Don't scramble wind them. The capacitive coupling between turns reduces 
the effectiveness of the balun, especially at higher frequencies. Wind 
them in a single layer, closely spaced, and use a form. 4" PVC works 
good, although is kinda tight for some of the 1/2" coax in terms of 
bending radius. 


>These will work OK, but the bandwidth is not as wide as one 
>would always like. 


You can't really get 80-10m coverage with this type of balun. Once you 
have enough turns for 80m, you have too much capacitive coupling for 10m. 
For wide-band coverage, use a balun with ferrite beads (W2DU, WOIYH) or 
toroidial ferrite core (W1JR, Guanella).

This is Ed Gilbert's seminal posting on air-wound baluns. They work very 
well for single-band or several-band coverage. W8JI uses them all over 
his antenna farm. They are cheap, easy to construct, handle lots of 


power, and virtually indestructable. 


>As many turns of RG-58 as you can get on a 1.5 inch OD or greater OD type 
>43 ferrite core will work fine, and probably be as broad band as your can 
>get. 


This is the W1JR balun. RG-58 may have trouble negotiating the tight 
turning radius required. RG-174 can be used only for QRP (especially if 
there are reactive impendances involved), due to potential voltage 
breakdown in the coax. If you want higher power, use teflon-insulated 
coax. RG-142, RG-303 and RG-316 are good choices. 


6-8 turns on a type 77 core works great for 80m-10m. Use about 9-12 turns 
for 160m coverage. For high-power handling, you may have to use multiple 
cores. Type 43 cores work as well, but you may need a few more turns to 
get sufficient choking inductance at HF. (Type 43 material reaches peak 
inductance at 200 MHz!)

The ferrite used in bead baluns is exactly the same as that used in 
toroidial baluns -- type 77, 73, 75 or 43. 


The key difference is that the choking impedance of a bead balun is 
directly proportional to the number of beads. For a toroidial balun, it 
is proportional to the SQUARE of the number of turns on the core. 


In short, you need more ferrite beads to get the same choking impedance 
as with a toroidial core -- which could cost you more. 


Toroidal VOLTAGE baluns don't use ferrite at all - they use powdered iron 
cores, which have roughly 1/100 of the permeability of ferrite.

That's not enough choking impedance. 


According to Sabin, the rule of thumb is 4 times the SUM of: 

x the source impedance 

x the load impedance 

*x the maximum offset of the load impedance to ground 
(typically 1/2 the load impedance) 


If we assume a 50 ohm source and load, with a balanced feed, thats 4 x 
125 = 500 ohms.

>or more, but I don't know how to design simple broadband baluns that will do 
>this.

Gang, 


Bill's got a good idea with the 4" PVC as a coil form, and it *is*x tight with 
1/2 " coax. Although I operate QRP 99 per cent of the time, occasionally I 
need to run high power (as a 75 meter net control station) and recently 
upgraded my G5RV coax feed line from RG-58 to RG-8 in order to do so. I found 
that 6" PVC sewer pipe (not exactly 6" 0.D. but close enough) makes life a 
little easier when tryng to hold 10 turns of the stuff in place until 
finishing and taping it. My solution to the unwieldly RG-8 was to drill a 
series of 20 holes spaced slightly more than 1/2 " apart across about a 6 " 
piece of the sewer pipe, offsetting the second two from the first, the third 
from the second, etc. Then I did the same on the opposite side of the pipe. 
Next, I wound one turn of RG-8 and placed a small tie-wrap over it through 
the holes on both sides of the pipe, with the two ends of the twist tie 
meeting inside the pipe, and snugged the tie-wrap down. Turn number one was 
securely in place, with nine more to follow. The result was a neatly and 
tightly wound choke coil that I wrapped with electrical tape in an attempt to 
keep the UV rays from eventually destroying the tie wraps. 


CAUTION: After cutting off a lengh of sewer pipe to make the coil form, be 
xsurex and file off the sharp edges of both sewer pipe saw cuts. I found, 
from sad (:o( experience, that when the pliers slip off the tie wraps while 
snugging them inside the pipe, your fist will fly out of the pipe and your 
knuckles will be raked across the sharp edges of the saw cut, leaving behind 
a chunk of skin! 


Note that this coil with RG-8 will be heavy and impractical to suspend in the 
air with only the dipole holding it up unless, of course, you want a vertical 
"V" antenna. (:0)

1. The unit head droops so I had to add some sandpaper washers for 
added friction to the joint. 

2. The lens seemed foggy. I assumed it was plastic, it's not. Glass 
lens removed and cleaned up perfect. 

Easy to do both tasks and well worth it. 

BTW they also have some kind of head mounted magnifier with lights on 

sale now. Likely Chinese source.

Well, the scratch issue is something that NO mag base antenna is exempt 
from. The problem is even the best bottom surface will get dirty, and 


dirt is what does the scratches, NOT the mag base. 


The best solution I've found is wax paper. I use a ‘wet one' to wipe the 
roof surface where I'm going to place the antenna. And the bottom of 
the mag base. Then I put down a square of wax paper. 


Of course the wax paper gets destroyed in a few weeks if it's dry, a day 
or so if it rains. So you HAVE to remember to change it. (I kepta 
stack of squares in the glove box when my car was new. Now...) 


About the only bad thing, and it's not really bad, is that the section of 
the 

roof under the antenna will have a different wax surface than the rest of 
the car from the wax ‘rubbed in' constantly. Depending on car color, it 
may not be noticeable. In any case, it goes away quickly with a warm 

car wash. 


Oh, the mag mounts usually ground fine, as the base is usually a big plate 
of a cap.

I have several pairs of Mageyes that I use for building. At age 45, my ability 
to focus on close up work went away about 5 years ago. Although the Mageyes 


I use have a 2x magnification factor, the main advantage they provide me is 
ability to focus way up close on teeny tiny parts. 


I have tried several other brands of head magnification and find that the focus 
range didn't feel right to me. 


Before I started using the Mageyes, I was using one of my wife's expensive 
Dazer lamps. This is a large magnifier lense mounted in the middle of a ring 
florescent light and mounted on an adjustable arm. I found that the magnifier 
didn't work well for me and seemed to lack clarity. I found myself almost 
pressing my work up against the lense trying to see some of the things I 

was trying to do. Very inconvenient indeed. 


Besides the Mageyes, a bright light sources helps my aging eyes a lot also. 


The Mageyes were a bit difficult to find for a while, but low Joann's craft supply 
stores are now carrying them again. They also regularly have 40% off coupons 
for a single item in the local Sunday paper. 


Yes indeed, I also feel like a real nerd running around the house with the Mageyes 
pushed up on my forehead!

I have been using LOGic by PDA for over 7 or 8 years. It is currently at 
version 6 runs under Windows (95, 98, 200 or XP). 

It can do almost anything you would like as far as general log, award 
tracking, scoring contests (even setting up scoring for any new contests. 
It is not cheap, but I think it is a great value. You can download a free 
demo at their site http://www.hosenose.com/logic6/demo.asp . There also 
are links to FAQ and Tips and tricks on the software portion of my web 
site http://www.qsl.net/k8zt/logging.html . 

It is not a specialized "contesting software" such as TR, NA or CT but 
works fine for most of my contesting needs and allows me to use one 
program for all my logging needs. It also can track QSL cards, print 
labels and/or QSL cards, track almost any award from the common (WAS, 
DXCC, etc. to the esoteric Polish Providences, Helvetica, local club 
awards, etc.), It has rig control for almost any brand and model of 
computer controllable rig. It also can interface with CD-ROM callbooks, 
on-line callbooks, Packet cluster, Antenna Rotators and more.

>a dipole figure 8 pattern, the single wire can have multiple nulls at the 
>higher bands. Either is fine as long as you know what your getting. 


At a modest hieght, I seriously doubt anyone using a multi-band antenna 
in this fashion would notice the pattern difference. 


Any multi-band antenna like this will be a compromise. The doublet fed 
with open wire is a simpler antenna, therefore a better compromise.

Hi Folks, 
Thanks to Steve Weber for his prototype photo of the folded conical helical 
antenna on the link below: 


This is with the one monopole mounted, and ready for more to be wound. I 
really appreciate his doing this intermediate version, as the four monopole 
version gets the turns so close together, a picture does not show clearly 
what is going on. It is not too clear with the insulation on the wires and 
same color; but the wire toward the slant edge is the no. 10 here, and the 
wire toward the central axis in each turn, is the no. 12. At the bottom, 
the no. 10 goes to coax shield, the no. 12 to coax center lead. 


A few notes about this pair of pictures. The Cone will not normally be used 
in this configuration, it MUST be over a radial plane or ground plane screen 
at least 6 feet square to work properly. The wide end of cone must be up 
and small end closer to ground. 


The Monopoles must start witht the short, (fold) at the wide end. This wide 
end is 16 inches diameter for either 10m model or a 20m model. The vertical 
axis where the coil supports join should be 13 inches high. 

The slant length of the supports over which you drill holes should be 12 
inches long first turn to last. 


The end of the monopole at the narrow part of cone must go to coax without a 
balun, and the coax connections must go straight off the narrow end of cone 
and through the ground screen before making a right angle turn as shown 
here. 


Remember the wide end is parallel to ground, and ground plane. Notice the 
holes predrilled in between turns for the second monopole to be threaded. 


In a similar manner, for optimum performance and match to 50 ohms, you 
should have one turn pair of the first monopole, then allow 3 pairs of holes 
for the other monopoles. Thus, when all are threaded, you have a pair 
terminated at the top of the cone wide part, and then wind the next pair 
starting 90 degrees from the first start, and so on, so each succeeding pair 
is below the pair above, pair 1, 2, 3, 4. Since they start 90 degrees 
apart around the wide part, they should end 90 degrees apart around the 
narrow end, but you are going to solder all the no. 12's to coax center 
lead, and solder all no. 10's to coax shield and ground screen, (or 
radials).
